-“T was ready to sit down to din- 
ner a little after 6 when I heard 
what I thought, was an explosion 
followed by a rumbling noise. A 
few minutes later I heard ambu- 
lance sirens and I raced to the 
scene. 3 

“The first thing I saw was fire- 
men playing water on a Pennsyl- 
vanai coach, which was half- 
wrapped around the front of a 
doubleheader freight train. The 
coach was burning furiously, with 
flames licking around the top. 

“The firemen played water on 
the wreckage for three-quarters of 
an hour before they could get to 
the bodies. I could see inside the 
coach. Seats and bodies were scat- 
tered around. Bodies were wedged 
in the windows. 

“The freight train had ploughed 
half-way through the doodlebug, 
bulging the sides around its cow- 
catchers.” ‘ 

Saw Crash at 50 Yards.

Census figures on the nation’s 
25 largest cities, issued yesterday at 
Washington, gave graphic demon- 
stration of the trend of decentrali- 
zation of. urban communities into 
the suburban areas—a _ condition 
which has been marked in St. 


Louis. 
They also reflected the tendency, 
which economists and planners had 
been noticing, toward a leveling off 
of population in the big cities. 
It was the first time in the 150- 
year history of the census that 
any of these cities showed a de- 
cline in population. Eight of them, 
including St. Louis, suffered losses 
in the last decade as shown by the 
recent census. This group fell 
from 6,529,218 to 6,444,606—84,612, 
or.1.3 per cent. The other 17 cities 
rose from 18,948,388 to 20,174,736— 
1,226,348, or 6.5 per cent. 
22.9 Pct. Previous Gain. 

Together, the 25 cities now have 
26,619,342 inhabitants—an aggregate 
increase since 1930 of 1,141,736, or 
only 4.5 per cent. In contrast, the 
same 25 cities enjoyed an aggregate 
increase of 4,750,691, or 22.9 per 
cent, from 1920 to 1930; an _ in- 
crease of 4,079,531, or 24.5 per cent, 
from 1910 to 1920, and an increase 


‘of 4,070,946, or 32.4 per cent, from 


1900 to 1910. Total 
were: 1930, 25,477,606; 
915; 1910, 16,647,384; 
436- 

St. Louis fell from 821,960 in 
1930 to 813,748 this year, or 1 per 
cent. Other cities which shrank 
in the decade were Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Boston, Pittsburgh, San 
Francisco, Newark and Rochester. 
All have entensive suburban re- 
gions. 

In 1900 and 1910 St. Louis was 
the nation’s fourth city in size; in 
1930 it was seventh, but this year 
it was passed by Baltimore, which 
has grown from an overflow of 
Government agencies from Wash- 
ington, St. Louis now is eighth. 
Other cities which fell in rank 
were: San Francisco, eleventh to 
twelfth; Milwaukee, twelfth to thir- 
teenth; Buffalo, thirteenth to four- 
teenth; Minneapolis, fifteenth to 
sixteenth; Seattle, ‘twentieth to 
twenty-second, and Rochester, 
twenty-second to twenty-third. 


Those That Climbed. 

Those which went up the ladder 
in rank, in addition to Baltimore, 
are: Washington, fourteenth to 
eleventh; New Orleans, sixteenth to 
fifteenth; Indianapolis, twenty-first 
to twentieth; Houston, twenty-sixth 
to twenty-first, and Denver, twen- 
ty-ninth to twenty-fifth. The lat- 
ter two cities entered the list of 
the first 25 for the first time. Hous- 
ton has grown phenomenally due 
to oil, the ship canal which has 
made it a seaport and the tendency 
toward decentralization of whole- 
sale business in the Southwest. The 
latter factor has been hard on 
St. Louis.

COFFEE AND SUGAR PRICES 
AT EXCHANGE RECORD LOWS 


Decline in Wholesale Figures At- 
tributed to Nazi Conquests 
and British Blockade. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1 (AP). 
Wholesale prices of two. popular 
items on America’s breakfast menu 
—coffee and sugar—tumbled to rec- 
ord lows today. 

Hanover Square, center of the 
nation’s coffee and sugar trade, at- 
tributed the decline largely on the 
closing of the European markets 
to shipments from the Western 
Hemisphere as result of the Nazi 
conquests on the continent and the 
British blockade. 

In the futures market, sugar for 
delivery to foreign destinations 
sold around .85 of a cent a pound, 
compared with the peak of 2% cents 
last September. 

Santos coffee for delivery in Sep- 
tember fell to a record low of 5.41 
cents a pound. In the initial war 
boom in commodities, coffee rose 
from around 6 to 7 cents a pound, 
but did not climb as rapidly as 
sugar.

ONLY 300 HEAR 
KENTUCKY ORATOR 


Sponsors of Auditorium 
Meeting Disappointed — 
Message From Nation’s 
Chief Executive Read. 


United States Senator Alben W. 
Barkley of Kentucky, who dis- 
closed at the Democratic National 
Convention that President Roose- 
velt was willing to run for a third 
term, last night proved he could 
also keep an executive secret. 
While whole-heartedly indorsing 
Senator Harry S. Truman for re- 
election, the hard-bitten majority 


leader did not tell Missouri’s dem-: 


ocracy what it wanted to know— 
whether the President personally 
favored loyal New Dealer Truman 
or loyal New Dealer Lloyd C. Stark. 

The secret was on thé tip of Sen- 
ator Barkley’s tongue throughout 
his eulogistic speech. He looked 
as if he wanteti very much to tell. 
Figuratively he went through lin- 
guistic somersaults to indicate that 
Roosevelt was for Truman, but he 
did not say it. Yet when he was 
through, as an old parliamentarian 
master of the hint and sign lan- 
guage, he had at least satisfied 
those gathered in the Municipal 
Auditorium Opera House that the 
President would be pleased to see 
Truman again in the Senate. 

Only 300 at Rally. 

With the exception of Senator 
Barkley’s flights of rhetoric, it'was 
a rather dismal political rally. Only 
300 persons gathered in the Opera 
House, which has a seating ca- 
pacity of 3563, giving the huge, 
many-balconied auditorium the at- 
mosphere of a ghost city. Spon- 
sors of the meeting were visibly 
disappointed. At the last moment 
they tried to prevail on Auditorium 
Manager James E. Darst to install 
a loud-speaker system to accommo- 
date the expected overflow throng 


outside, but Darst had assured 
them the Opera House would be 
adequate. 

When the meeting was opened at 
8 o'clock by R. W. Wadlow of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, general chairman, the guests, 
of honor had not arrived, and Wad- 
low passed the time by reading a 
sheaf of “regret-can’t-come” tele- 
grams.

German Seized at Border Gains 
Release Under Interna- 
tional Law. 


BANGOR, Me. Aug. 1 (AP).— 
The first German war prisoner to 
escape to the United States while 
on his way to internment in Cana- 
da was saved by international law 
yesterday from being handed back 
to his enemies. 

Federal officials held 25-year-old 
Kurt Reich, a captured submarine 
machinist’s mate, for several hours 
in the Bangor jail before releasing 
him “unconditionally.” Immigra- 
tion authorities examined the pos- 
sibility of deportation proceedings 
against him, but whether they still 
were considering any action was a 
secret they would not divulge, 

After he leaped overboard from 
a British prison ship in the St. 
Lawrence River July 15 and swam 
to safety, a United States border 
patrol seized him at the Maine line. 
Attorney Arthur Teele of Boston 
had him freed under an interna- 
tional law holding that a neutral 
power receiving escaped prisoners 
of war shall allow them liberty. 

Reich was the second of the hun- 
dreds of war prisoners for Canada 
reported to have escaped on his 
way to internment.

The balloons prevented them, 
and in a pique, a Nazi _ pilot 
swooped toward one balloon and 
let go with a machine-gun, giving 
himself away to the gunners be- 
low who immediately opened up 
and little puffs of white smoke 
appeared. 

In the distance, the roaring 

sounded as -though a plane had 
been hit, but a moment later a 
plane appeared to pull itself out 
of a dive and drive off in a high 
cloud. The whole bevy of robbers 
darted off with the cops in full 
pursuit and it was some time before 
they came tearing back. 
On the cliff, commanding a view 
of miles of coast, listening and 
peering into the sun’s glare, was 
like watching a fight in an imper- 
fect television set—the picture kept 
fading but the sound track con- 
tinued.

several hours,

Whatever the Germans were aft- 
er, the balloons, anti-aircraft fire 
and British planes did not let them 
get down far enough to find any 
target. There weren’t any mombs 
dropped around here and, as far as 
we could see, no planes came down, 
either, but as the battle raged over 
a wide area both cops and rob- 
bers may have scored points. 


Pay Two More Visits.

Strength of Anti-Hitler Group 
Questioned Since Chiet's Arrest 


Black Front, Leader of Which, Otto Strasser, 
Fell Into Nazi Hands, Discussed in 


New Book, ‘Nemesis.’ 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1 (AP). 

HE capture in France of Otto 
T Strasser raises anew the ques- 

tion of the strength of the anti- 
Hitler movement Strasser has 
headed. . 
Strasser has tried to foment a 
revolt ever since Hitler came to 
power. He has smuggled anti-Nazi 
newspapers throughout the Reich. 
He has plastered walls and windows 
of German buildings and railroad 
trains with tiny stickers proclaim- 
ing, “Hitler must go!” 
Whether his capture by the Ger- 
mans in Nazi-occupied France last 
week will mark the end of his 
efforts depends on the strength 
of the Black Front Strasser says 
he organized against Hitler within 
Hitler’s own ranks. | 
The Black Front dates back to 
1930, the year Strasser, a World 
War veteran who helped found the 
German National Socialist party, 
split with Hitler over political prin- 
ciples. Strasser accused Der Fueh- 
rer of selling out Socialist beliefs 
to get financial support from big 
industrialists. 
The strength of the Black Front 
never has been tested openly _be- 
cause Strasser, cannily avoiding dis- 
closure of his personnel, did not 
put up candidates for office even 
in the days when Hitler was strug- 
gling for power. 
The significance of the movement 
may be indicated by the Black 
Front’s assertion that between 600 
and 700 known Black Frontists are 
interned in concentration camps. 
Today Black Frontists are still 
lodged in high places, if Otto Stras- 
ser’s story, as he told it to Douglas 
Reed and as Reed told it in a re- 
cently published book, “Nemesis,” 
is accepted. 
For instances, Strasser says a 
telephone call from Gestapo head- 
quarters warned him the Gestapo 
was hunting him after Hitler read 
him out of the party in 1933. 


Strasser also says a senior storm 
roop commander acted as his chauf- 
feur in one flight from capture by 
Hitler agents in Bavaria. 

Strasser likewise credits a clev- 
erly forged passport with saving 
him from being chloroformed and 
kidnaped from bed one night in 
Prague by what he described as 
German agents disguised as Czecho- 
slovakian policemen. 

“Nemesis” tells of an  under- 
ground newspaper circulation or- 
ganization covering all Germany 
and Austria. These papers, it is de- 
clared, were printed on flimsy 
sheets so they could be rolled into 
balls and swallowed by their. read- 
ers if necessary. They were smug- 
gled from Vienna in peddlers’ knap- 
sacks and distributed in various 
ways. They were sent by direct 
mail, from German postoffices with 
German stamps, in envelopes bear- 
ing the names of the German Med- 
ical Association and the German 
Jurists’ Association. 

Small anti-Hitler stickers, the 
size of postage stamps, were plas- 
tered across Germany in the-same 
way. 

One of the bravest of the Black 
Frontists was Rudolf Formis, who 
operated Strasger’s secret radio 
station (built into the rafters of a 
rural inn) and was lured to death 
by a woman. This woman’s storm 
trooper companions shot him and 
tried to burn his body by covering 
it with gasoline. The Nazis later 
acknowledged this act “in line of 
duty.” 


Strasser’s own book, “Hitler 
and I,” was in the hands of his 
Americar publishers, Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., when he was cap- 
tured by the Nazis in Paris. It 
is scheduled for issue Aug. 21. 
Next Sunday the Post-Dispatch 
will print the concluding chap- 
ter, entitled “Postscript, June 1, 
1940.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE growth of the unitary state has 

been the dominant theme of modern 
history since the days of the Renais- 
sance. This tendency toward centraliza- 
tion has been accelerated during the past 
60 years. The rapid technological ad- 
vances and astounding increases in pop- 
ulation have caused the allocation of 
more and more power to the central gov- 

. ernment. 

As the clock of. modern history ticks, 
the individual—through the working of 
forces beyond his control—is becoming 
less and less important in relation to the 
state. 

Totalitarianism, and especially victori- 
ous Nazi-ism, is the contemporary spir- 
itual grandchild of this historic force. 
National Socialism, working through an 

_-@nimated ideology of loyalty to the staté, 
has done more than any other force to 
break down the famous particularism of 
Germany. 

_ This ideology, to all intents and pur- 

- poses in Germany, is overcoming all in- 
stitutions of the old order which pre- 
viously created division among men: re- 
ligion, race, education, social and eco- 
nomic status. 

It is a murderous steam roller of de- 
struction. As an irrestible rgader, it 
sweeps aside all hopes of liberty, truth 
and justice, and levels an ideological road 
of uniformity. 

This ideology is creeping over Europe 
under the protecting wing of German 
bayonets and cannon. 

A continental Europe under Nazi con- 
trol will bring great changes. One 
change, without doubt, will be the appli- 
cation of the principle of absolutism to 

the whole continent. 

The Nazis, with their mania for effi- 
ciency, centralization and uniformity, will 
attempt to eradicate the many social and 
economic differences which have plagued 
Europe from time immemorial. 

Can Hitler break down the ancient dif- 
ferences between nationalities? Can he 
disrupt devoted loyalties to old institu- 
tions? Can he eliminate national in- 
stinets of liberty and truth by the crush- 
ing imposition of a uniform ideology? 

If he is successful, for Americans it 
can mean only one thing—the develop- 
ment of a counter-ideology, Americanism, 
embodying the sacred ideals of religion, 
freedom, truth, justice and the glorifica- 
tion of the individual.

For a time, it seemed to them, there was a 
hesitation to lay in the usual supplies, a reluctance 
that threatened to develop into a serious bottleneck 
with the advent of cool weather. 

As a matter of fact, dealers are still complaining 
that their business is below the seasonal level. Even 
if they are not acting out of sheer altruism, this is 
no phony scheme to boost sales. The capacity of 
their yards is limited. If they cannot empty them 
in a reasonable time, they have no space for the 
storage of additional shipments from the mines. , 

St. Louis needs upward of 1,500,000 tons for do- 
That much coal cannot be handled 
overnight. There must be a fairly rapid turnover. 

Many persons seem to have changed their fuel-buy- 
ing habits because the new anti-smoke ordinance re- 
quires them to burn a smokeless fuel. They came 
to believe that this would be available from Arkansas 
at the bargain price of $5.50 or $6 the ton. 

It is true that Smoke Commissioner Tucker and 
Chairman Ford of the Smoke Elimination Commit- 
tee have talked about Arkansas smokeless at that 
price. But what is overlooked is the fact that they 
neyer intended to have enough of this available for 
every stove and furnace in the city. This semi- 
bituminous fuel, 6x0 Arkansas coal, was intended for 
homes of limited means. For them, it is expected to 
be a satisfactory substitute for the cheaper Illinois 
coals because of its high heat content. 

Persons of more ample means were expected to 
buy the other fuels, the better grades of Arkansas, 
West Virginia smokeless and the various kinds of 
coke, which have always been marketed here. 

Some complaints have been received about the 
prices asked for these fuels. However, according to 
Smoke Commissioner Tucker, they are not justified. 
Prices being asked now, he says, compare favorably 
with those charged during the last five years. Prices 
in some years have been lower, but they have also 
been higher. He fears that present delays and last- 
minute orders may cause a sharp price increase. 

At almost any price level, smokeless fuel costs more 
per ton than a sooty, dirty coal. Yet those turning 
from an inexpensive fuel to a better type because of 
the ordinance may find their total bill little if any 
higher than in the past, simply because of the higher 
BTU content of smokeless coal, Mr. Tucker believes. 

Neither he nor Mr. Ford, and certainly not the 
Post-Dispatch, wants to see the current crusade to 
rid St. Louis of its worst evil turned into an oppor- 
tunity for profiteering by the coal dealers. Some of 
their price policies have always been open to ques- 
tion, but there is no evidence so far that they are 
taking undue advantage of the present situation. 
Then why should not the people of the city co-oper- 
ate with them by buying their-fuel now¢ instead of 
creating difficulties later? Smokeless fuel is here at 
prices far below those asked in other large cities. 

It is not necessary to burn smokeless coal to com- 
ply with the new ordinance. Gas and oil are more 
expansive, but the cheaper Illinois soft coal can be 
burned legally, and efficiently, in a stoker. These de- 
vices often pay for themselvés in fuel economies in a 
relatively short time. Here, too, it is sensible to act 
now. It takes time to install a stoker. If orders 
are delayed until there is a tang in the air, St. Louis 
will face another bottleneck. 

As a last word: Should smoke elimination be con- 
sidered only on the basis of cost? Obviously, St. 
Louis cannot afford it if it™is to be an expensive 
luxury. There is no thought of that. But is it not 
worth a few extra dollars to enjoy the better health 
and the greater efficiency that come with smoke 
elimination? Is it not worth something to give the 
cemmunity a new lease on life, to reverse the trend 
disclosed by the new census figures? 
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AN EXCELLENT APPOINTMENT. 

Some of President Roosevelt’s finest acts are to be 
found among his appointments to high office. The 
elevation of Felix Frankfurter to the Supreme Court 
is an instance. Another was the nomination of Arch- 
ibald MacLeish, man of culture, letters and law, as 
Librarian of Congress. The appointment of Repre- 
sentative Lindsay Warren of North Carolina as 
Comptroller-General ranks with these. 

One of the very ablest members of Congress, Mr. 
Warren is also one of its hardest workers. As chair- 
man of the House Accounts Committee and as rank- 
ing Democrat on the special committee on govern- 
mental reorganization, he has shown a. remarkable 
grasp of the mechanics of government. He is an able 
parliamentarian and personally well-liked. It is a 
real satisfaction to know that the important office 
of Comptroller-General, filled for 15 years at a time, 
will be in such good hands.

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WHERE ARE THE GARAND RIFLES? 

The invention of the Garand rifle, capable of firing 
10 times as many aimed shots per minute as the 
Springfield, was hailed a few years ago as the great- 
est advance in infantry arms in two generations. 

The Garand weapon, which works semi-automati- 
cally by using the gas which propels the bullet to 
eject the empty cartridge, was to replace the 40-year- 
old Springfield as the standard infantry weapon. 

Not much has been heard about the Garand rifle 
lately, and the reason is tersely told by Allan Keller 
in the New York World-Telegram. Keller wrote his 
story after a careful investigation at the Government 
Armory at Springfield, Mass., and at the plant of the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Co. in New Haven, Conn., 
the only private plant licensed to make the rifle. 

He found that the output at the Springfield armory 
cunsisted of delayed-production reports rather than 
rifles, and that of an order for 65,000 guns awarded 
the Winchester Co. last October, not more than 5000 
had been cumpleted and turned over to the army. 

Keller-found that men acquainted with the situa- 
tion at the Government armory were joking about it. 
“saying they hoped that if the Nazis come over, they 
will be polite enough to fall over dead when we fire 
some of those delayed-production reports at them.” 

The reason assigned for the delay is that those in 
authority in the War Department have refused to 
“freeze” the design of the gun and have insisted 
on making repeated changes in it. The result is 
that the intricate machinery—the dies, jigs, cutting 
tools, checking devices and inspection gauges—can- 
not be got in readiness for mass production.

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PEREGRINATIONS OF JOHN L. LEWIS. 

John L. Lewis came to town on Monday to tell the 
Automobile Workers that the proposed conscrip- 
tion plan, if enacted, would end democracy in the 
United States. Sidney Hillman followed him the 
next day in a very different vein. In speaking 
of defense, he did not use the word “conscription” 
—out of deference to the President, who has not yet 
declared himself definitely on this subject. But his 
meaning was clear, and he was. received with real 
enthusiasm. : 

Out of respect to the position of Lewis as head of 
the CIO, the convention probably will adopt an anti- 
conscription resolution. 
than a gesture. 

Behind this by-play is the clear indication that 
Lewis is on the loose again. Of course, he never was 
a man who saw any great virtue in staying on the 
reservation. Once he was a member of the Executive 
Council of the AFL. Then ‘he became the leader of 
the rebel CIO. Once he was the labor adviser of the 
Republican party. In 1936 he was a stanch supporter 
of President Roosevelt. Now he is ag’in “that man.” 

Lewis has wandered all over the industrial and 
political landscape, usually with a shrewd effective- 
ness. But now he seems to have stepped out of 
bounds. Today he is a man without a party, 
and tomorrow he may be a man without a union. 

Lewis’ climb out onto a limb began during the 
Little Steel strike of 137. When CIO members were 
being shot down, he felt that the President, greatly 
beholden to the unions, ,.had let labor down with 
his curt “plague on both your houses.” Since then, 
Lewis has had no love for Roosevelt. He recently 
gave his blessing to former President Hoover—the 
man he had once blamed for all of labor’s woes. 

This time Lewis marched alone. He went to the 
various CIO unions, including his own United Mine 
Workers, and asked them to repudiate a third term. 
They refused to see things his way. 

So the first threat to Lewis’ leadership in the 
CIO is taking shape. Hillman, one of its vice-presi- 
dents and always an ardent Roosevelt man, sits on 
the President’s Defense Council. Philip Murray, the 
other CIO vice-president, at Chicago seconded the 
nomination of Secretary Wallace with a pledge of 
labor’s loyalty to the Presidént. 

These men probably will not press their advan- 
tage against Lewis. After all, he has given the 
CIO sincere and intelligent leadership. He may be 
able to save face before November by hopping the 
bandwagon. But it seems certain that his influence

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AN EMBARGO FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

The administration has used its embargo powers 
in the past to keep strategic supplies from aggressor 
nations. Sometimes, as in the case of last week’s 
ban on oil shipments to Spain, this has been done in 
an unneutral manner. r 

Now, however, the embargo has been brought into 
use in behalf of the national defense. The President 
yesterday approved an order barring exports of avia- 
tion gasoline to all nations outside the Western 
Hemisphere. This country has no surplus of avia- 
tion fuel, it is explained, and the step is necessary 
to insure an adequate supply. 

This is a welcome change in administration policy, 
in wholesome contrast to such episodes as the attempt 
several weeks ago to sell to Britain 20 new “mos- 
quito” speedboats, in which our own navy is de- 
ficient, and which are essential to American harbor 
defense. There can be no objection to sale of surplus 
war supplies or gasoline to the British, so long as a 
genuine surplus exists. The administration, having 
heard from the country, now. puts national defense 
first in the aviation gasoline decision.

The surplus problem will continue. 

The estimated wheat yield of 728,000,000 
bushels will boost stocks on hand to a bil- 
lion bushels, and the country requires only 
650,000,000 bushels. 

The corn yield, like the wheat yield, is 
expected to fall below 1939 figures, but the 
2,400.000,000 bushels to be harvested is still 
far beyond the requirements of the nation. 

Herds of sheep and cattle are larger than 
they were during the ‘20s, and although 
the hog population has declined, foreign 
markets have declined faster, causing a glut 
in the domestic market. The nation’s stocks 
of lard, a hog by-product, are 266,000,000 
pounds—the largest on record—and on hand 
is a full year’s yield of cotton, even before 
the 1940 crop is picked. 

In contrast to surpluses in America are 
severe shortages of food in Europe. War, 
meglect and bad weather promise to give 
Europeans only 80 per cent as much wheat 
as they grew last year, and even bumper 
crops would be insufficient for their needs. 
Ordinarily Europe imports 150,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat. This year, double that amount 
may be necessary to keep populations now 
controlled by "Germany from hunger. 

Equally important are shortages in ani- 
mal feeds and fats. Normally, the continent 
of Europe absorbs half the feed grains en- 
tering international trade, including 100,- 
000,000 bushels of barley and oats and 250,- 
000,000 bushels of corn. These supplies are 
now shut off by blockade.

The fact of abundance in America and 
threatened famine in Europe gives rise to 
these questions: Can shipments to Europe 
this year solve temporarily America’s prob- 
lem of too much food? Would peace im- 
prove the long-term outlook for foreign mar- 
kets for American foodstuffs? In the opinion 
of agricultural experts, they are not bright 
for either war or peace. 

If war continues, the surplus problem 
is likely to become more, rather than less, 
acute. The British blockade would remain 
in effect, supported by this nation’s neu- 
trality law barring American ships from 
plying combat waters. This would tend to 
prevent American surpluses from reaching 
the Continent. Also, Germany can be count- 
ed upon to hamper shipments to Britain, 
thereby curtailing the largest food market 
in Europe, a market that in normal years 
takes 200,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

The United States, furthermore, is not 
the only country glutted with food. Sur- 
pluses also vex Canada, Argentina, Brazil 
and Australia. 

Argentina will have on hand at least 
300,000,000 bushels of corn available for 
export, more than enough to _ supply 
Europe’s needs. Argentina also has a sur- 
plus of beef, and, despite a short wheat 
crop last winter, still has 50,000,000 bushels 
of this grain for sale on worid markets. 

Canada is overstocked with pork and 
pork products and at the end of the pres- 
ent harvest will have more wheat to offer 
the world than the United States. To this 
wheat surplus also must be added an ex- 
pected 100,000,000 bushels from Australia.

crop, including Russia, and is more than 
enough to supply the entire deficiency of 
continental Europe and Great Britain. 
Continued warfare in Europe thus threat- 
ens to curtail outlets not only for the United 
States, but for all other food-producing 
countries as well. This will lead to a de- 
mand for higher subsidies, and, unless some 
method of co-operation is reached, promises 
bitter competition for the shrunken markets 
that remain. Nearly all countries, in fact, 
are subsidizing foreign sales of foodstuffs, 
supporting domestic prices, and paying 
farmers to hold back part of their harvests. 
An early peace probably would mean a 
Hitler victory, and food would then be- 


come a factor in foreign policy. European 


observers report that Germany can sur- 
vive comfortably the effect of Europe’s 
threatened famine. Sufferers will be the 
populations of France, Poland, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Scandinavia. 
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To feed these famished peoples would 
result in assisting a possible enemy. Not to 
feed them may appear brutal to many 
Americans and might appear foolish to 
farmers crying for markets. 

But’ to dispose of American products 
would mean giving them away, either di- 
rectly or through loans, because Europe has 
little to offer this country in exchange for 
food, except manufactured goods which 
compete with articles made here. 

Even a satisfactory peace is not expected 
by Government officials to provide a long- 
term solution for the American food prob- 
lem. The fact is that this country’s food 


producers are meeting vigorous and cheaper | 


competition from Canada, Latin America, 
Australia and New Zealand. Production 
costs are lower in these areas, and they are 


in a better position to accept in exchange | 


European products, like textiles, office 
machinery and farm implements. 

Even in an orderly and peaceful world, 
more food is produced than can be con- 
sumed under present circumstances. Since 
the first World War, world production of 
wheat, for example, has increased 33 per 
cent. Most of this’ increase occurred in 
Canada, Argentina and Australia, where 
average annual production almost doubled 
between 1913 and 1935. Coupled with in- 


creased acreage in new parts of the world. 


has been a tendency toward national self- 
sufficiency, particularly in Europe. Europe 
today is reported by Department of Agricul- 
ture experts as being 80 per cent self-suf- 
ficient in foods. 

This condition, in fact, has persisted 
since 1933, when the United States first be- 
gan a system of production control, stim- 
ulated by subsidies: Farmers have since 
been urged to plant more closely to domes- 
tic needs, but surpluses, nevertheless, have 
continued to increase. 

Becoming clearer to agricultural econo- 
mists is the fact that, to solve the surplus 
food problem, world etandards of living 
must be raised. People must be enabled to 
consume more food. 

Without greater domestic consumption 
of food, officials see no ultimate solution 
for the problem of this country’s farmers.

The next 
time he came they sent him howl- 
ing home. That kept the peace. 
Some kind of society became pos- 
sible and that tribe was formed 
and on its way to better things and 
the more abundant life. Fine. But 
could Og or Ug, or whoever lived 
under the protection of that pact 
for months or years, when old 
Snaggletooth threatened again—as 
Moses said—sit there while their 
brethren went to war? It is an 
inescapable duty of every man who 
has enjoyed the collective protec- 
tion of any nation. 


Fallacies of Objections. 


The objections won’t stand up. 

“We have not done it before.” 
We have rarely needed to do it be- 
fore. But every time we have need- 
ed to do it, we have done it—three 
times. 

“Yes, but not in peace—only in 
war.” 

The obligation arises with the 
danger and in proportion to it. This 
danger is great enough. This duty 
has nothing to do with the legal 
formality of a declaration of war. 
Few recent wars have been “de- 
clared.” If we had to wait idly 
for that we could get ourselves 
into a hell of a fix. 

“It is an obligation to fight—not 
to train.” 

In modern war you can’t fight if 
you're not trained. If there is an 
obligation to fight there is an ob- 
ligation to train. Any man who 
knows he may have to fight today 
is a fool not to train. His country’s 
life and safety depends on it—and 
so does his own.

The efforts of factories over the 
sea and beyond the reach of Ger- 
man bombers can manufacture air- 
planes for Britain, while Germany 
has no such resources. The same 
is true of the human material; the 
young men of the dominions are 
flocking to training centers’ in 
Canada, where they are being 
turned into! pilots and air mechanics 
in undisturbed peace and quiet. 


Signs of Privations. 


But the cost of all this in human 
su*tfering will be terrible indeed. Al- 
ready Danish and Dutch pigs and 
poultry are being slaughtered for 


lack of food; already Germany is 
reported as holding Switzerland 
at pistol’s point to obtain Swiss re- 
serves of grain and ‘oil; already 
French foodstuffs are being requi- 
sitioned by France’s German over- 
lords, while French prisoners of 
war are being thrust across’ the 
frontier for the Petain government 
to feed. These things are but the 
beginning. If they are happening 
now, in July, what -will be the state 
of Europe when snow flies and 
what when spring comes around 
again? 

That the Germans are thinking of 
all this is very certain. It is re- 
flection upon these matters that 
lics behind the present peace talk, 
emanating from Berlin and from 
German-controlled sources else- 
where. I* the Germans decide that 
they cannot hops for success in an 
attack on Britain by direct means; 
or if such an attack is made and 
fails—then they would like noth- 
ing better than to make peace, for 
the time being, to open the sea 
lanes, to replenish their stocks of 
food and oil and raw materials, to 
recognize and consolidate their own 
political and economic positions 
and thus prepare with renewed 
strength to pass on to the next 
phase of their career of world con- 
quest. 


To obtain such a peace, or to ob- 
tain at least some amelioration of 
their condition during the coming 
winter, the Germans are counting 
very strongly on the big hearted 
suckers of the world—the Amer- 
ican people. We are being told 
that this terrible war—which is all 
England’s fault anyway — really 
ought to be brought to an end. 
Everybody ought to be reasonable; 
and Germany will be more reason- 
able, Germany will be generous to 
a fault. Germany can afford to be 
—if it can get a peace which leaves 
it in substantial possession of a 
major part of its Européan spoils 
and gives it a breathing space. But 
Germany cannot sit still and digest 
its conquests, not Nazi Germany, 
at least. No revolution can sit 
still. It has to keep going or turn 
inward upon itself. That is the 
history of revolutions. 


Pressure on U. S. 


I¥ peace is unobtainable — and 
‘there is no suggestion that it can 
be obtained from the British on 
any terms that Germany can offer 
—then we shall begin to hear about 
the need for relieving human suf- 
fering in Europe. We shall be 
told that we control the food sur- 
pluses of the Americas and that 
these food surpluses must be freely 
given to the starving’ peoples of the 
continent. It will even be suggested 
to us in devious ways, but with all 


the appeal to our sentimental 


¥ 


hearts that can be brought to bear, 


that the Germans—having raked 
up by force all the odd crumbs in 
Europe—are eating anyway, but 
that the good people are starving 
all around them. In other words, 
we shall be besought and wheedled 
and shamed, if possible, into bring- 
ing pressure to bear on the British 
to let us send food and supplies 
in vast quantities to the continent 
of Europe. 


It is at this point that we must 
think realistically and think in 
terms of our own future and our 
own interests. We have already, 
most of us, come to the conclusion 
that it is to our interest that the 
British shall win this war—or at 
least shall not lose it. It they 
win it, they will win it with their 
sea power, and with the weapon 
of blockade. They have no other 
weapon of anything like equal po- 
tency. What the Germans will be 
asking us to do—and what many 
of our own well-meaning but fuzzy- 
minded citizens will be urging us: 
to do—will be to reduce the effi- 
cacy of that weapon in the hands 
of our friends. The appeal will be 
made in the name of humanity— 
what was it that can quote Scrip- 
ture to his purpose?—but it will 
be in fact only another example 
of the ingenuity with which the 
Nazis can use the feelings and 
ways of other peoples to achieve 
their own ends, a new. testimony 
to the patient study of foreign ways 
of thought which has already paid 
them such rich dividends. We 
shall be asked, in effect, to relieve 
Hitler of the worst consequences 
of the reckless course of conquest 
and rapine upon which he has set 
out. We shall be asked to strike 
from the hands of Britain the one 
weapon with which it can bring 
bim down. 


We shall have to consider then 
—and we had better start consider- 
ing now—what our course will be. 
It will not be an easy decision 
that will face us; it is one for the 
heart, the judgment, the conscience 
of every American. It should be 
weighed well. That is why we 
fought to begin thinking about it 
now,

Although registered at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria since June 17, Dr. 
Westrick and his family have lived 
since May 6, with every effort at 
secrecy, on the beautiful Scarsdale 
estate of Harold A. Callan. He sud- 
denly left the estate last night 
when reporters discovered he lived 
there and a maid said it was not 
known where he had gone or when 
he would return. 

After his advent in Scarsdale 
the driveway fairly buzzed with 
streams of automobile visitors. 

Judging from the license num- 
bers noted on some of these cars, 
Dr. Westrick’s visitors appear to 
have been of an unusually diverse 
character, running from factory|’ 
workers and mechanics to nation- 
ally known industrialists and oil 
firm executives. To some of these 
Dr. Westrick has painted glowing 
pictures of the great business that 
a friendly United States will get 
from Germany as soon as Great 
Britain is cleaned up. Just what 
is the nature of his business with 
his more modestly placed visitors 
ean only be conjectured. 


Intimate of Ribbentrop. 


Although Dr. Westrick is ac- 
credited in the State Department's 
diplomatic list as commercial coun- 
selor to the German Embassy, it 
is asserted he is really here as 
the personal agent of Joachim 
Von Ribbentrop, German Foreign 
Minister, of whom he has been an 
intimate for years, to spread sen- 
timent in favor of Germany. 
Assisting Dr. Westrick is Baron- 
ess Irmingard Von Wagenheim, a 
relative of Von Ribbentrop by 
marriage. The Baroness, an attrac- 
tive woman in her middle forties, 
represents herself merely as Dr. 
Westrick’s secretary and answers 
his telephone and takes messages 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

Among Dr. Westrick’s more im- 
portant acquaintances are a num- 
ber of officials of the Texas Co., 
one of the country’s biggest oil 
firms, with offices in the Chrysler 
Building. 

Auto Placed at His Disposal. 

Soon after his arrival in New 
York, the Texas Co. placed one of 
its cars at his disposal. This car 
was observed in Dr. Westrick’'s 
driveway on May 30. The license, 
it appears from records at Albany, 
was issued to the Texas Co. under 
the name of W. G. Elicker, assistant 
secretary of the company. 

In applying for a driver’s license 
on May 3, Dr. Westrick set down in 
his application alongside the ques- 
tion, “business address,” the nota- 
tion of “M. Oldis, 135 East Forty- 
second street.” Oldis is the chief 
engineer for the export départment 
of the Texas Co. The driving test 
was taken in the Elicker car. 

In the State Depaftment’s diplo- 
matic list, Dr. Westrick’s _ official] 
business address is “office of com- 
mercial counselor, Whitehall Build- 
ing, 17 Battery place, New York 
City.” 

In his license application, Dr. 
Westrick wrote “no” to the ques- 
tion: “Are you crippled in any man- 
ner?” Dr, Westrick lost one of his 
legs in the World War. 


Noted Lawyer in Germany. 


Dr. Westrick is one of Germany’s 
most noted Supreme Court lawyers. 
He is a law partner of Dr. Hein- 
rich Albert, who is remembered as 
one of the most active German 
propagandists in the United States 
before this country’s entry into the 
World War. 

On arriving here early in April 
he took up his residence at the Ho- 
tel Plaza. After a few weeks he 
disappeared from the Plaza and 
bobbed up at the Carlyle, under the 
name of Dr. A. Webster. His ac- 
tivities while registered at, the 
Carlyle consisted, so far as could 
be learned, of visits to Washing- 
ton for conferences with attaches 
of the German Embassy and ‘trips 
to other parts of the country.

Is Firm’s German Attorney. 
By the Associated Press. 
Capt. Torkild Rieber, chairman 
of the board of the Texas Co., said

Pre-cooking the peaches and 
packing them hot also helps to pre- 
vent the brown discoloration.

Like most other fruits, peaches 
are canned with a sugar syrup, 
Make it up ahead of time allowing 
from five to 12% cups of sugar 
to a gallon of water, depending on 
how sweet you like the peaches.

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FOREIGN TRADERS WANT 
IOFINSON ACT REPEALED 


Also Urge Neutrality Law 
Change to Reduce Restraints 
on Commerce. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1 (AP). 
—Recommendations for repeal of 
the Johnson Act, modification of 
the neutrality law and action on 
other national policies will be sub- 
mitted to Congress as proposals 
of the national foreign trade con- 
vention here. 

The convention closed last night 
by compiling a declaration of pol- 
icy representing the wishes of hun- 
dreds of trade executives, bankers 
and industrialists who attended the 
three-day sessions. 

Besides repeal of the Johnson 
Act, which prohibits this conutry 
from lending funds to nations in 
default on previous advances, the 
convention urged modification of 
the Neutrality Act to eliminate 
“unnecessary restraints on Ameri- 
can trade, shipping and finance.” 

Points Summarized. 

The declaration of policy: 

Gave full support to the uncondi- 
tional most-favored-nation principle 
of the reciprocal trade agreemenis 
program. 

Recommended both private and 
Federal funds be sought to increase 


._|Latin-American trade, thereby pro- 


viding dollar exchange. 

Recommended that loans be made 
to Latin-America for constructive 
purposes. 

Indorsed Government efforts to 
develop the Pan-American highway. 

Declared establishment of ade- 
quate reciprocal trade advantages 
for the Philippines for an indefinite 


period to allow continuance of} 


trade, 

Declared belief in the good-neigh- 
bor policy, and commended the 
Government for handling allied 
problems. 

Declared against independence 
for the Philippines in 1946, 

Reaffirmed the convention’s con- 
fidence in the gold standard. 

Urged Government encourage- 
ment of and assistance to exporters 
operating under the Export Trade 
Act.® 

Favored increasing credit ca- 
pacity available to the Import-Ex- 
port Bank by $500,000,000. 

Urged protection by the Govern- 
ment of American foreign invest- 
ments. 

Commended the Government for 
efforts to develop sources of sp- 
ply in foreign countries. 

Japanese Chides U. S. 

The United States came in for 
some chiding about the Monroe 
Doctrine from Dr. K. 8S. Inui, mem- 
ber of the Japanese commission to 
the Golden Gate Exposition 1nd 
local spokesman for the Japanese 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Addressing the Pacific Trade sec- 
tion of the convention, Dr. Inui said 
the point had been made that Ja- 
pan would use an Oriental Monroe 
Doctrine as a smoke screen for ex- 
pansion. 

However, he pointed out, the 
United States did not exist west 
of the Mississippi in 1823 when the 
famous statement of policy was 
promulgated, yet the country vixg- 
orously pttshed its boundaries, cli- 
maxed with the taking of the Phil- 
ippines in 1898. Despite much taik 
of freedom, the Japanese asserted, 
it will have taken 48 years to re- 
linquish hold of the islands. Ue 
referred to the promise of Philip- 
pine independence in 1946. 


SENATE CONFIRMS WARREN 


Acts Shortly After He Is Nominated 
for Comptroller-General. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
The Senate confirmed today the 
nomination of Representative Lind- 
say C. Warren (Dem.), North Caro- 
lina), to be United States Comp- 
troller-General. Action came an 
hour and a half after President 
Roosevelt had submitted Warren’s 
name. | 

The nomination of Fred H. Brown 
of New Hampshire, former Comp- 
troller, to be a member of the 
Tarif¢ Commission, also was con- 
firmed. The President has sent 
to the Senate the nomination of 
Edward D. Durand of Minnesota 
for re-appointment to the Tariff 
Commission.

Spanish, French and _ Italian 
Cooks Prepare Dish Which 
Has Found Favor. 


There are many delicious ways 
of serving the frying ,chicken. 
Broiling chicken, too, may be pre- 
pared by the same method. Broil- 
ing, frying and small roasting 
sizes are good poultry bargains for 
summer meal treats. Broilers and 
the frying sizes under two and one- 
half pounds should be cut in quar- 
ters, split in-half. Larger fryers 
and the roasting chickens should 
be disjointed as for fricassee, the 
breast and back cut into two or 
three pieces,

several nationalities, which is a 
grand recommendation for it. 
Spain calls it Arroz con Pollo and 
Portugal calls it Arroz de Franzo 
and, accordingly, each gives a sea- 
soning to suit its taste, but it’s 
chicken and rice.

STRIKE OFF AT PLANTS 
MAKING U. 5. BOMBERS 


Union Workers for Boeing De- 
lay Threatened Walkout 
at Least 10 Days. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 1 (AP).— 
Union employes of the Boeing Air- 
craft Corporation’s three Seattle 
plants, acting on appeals ‘hat they 
do nothing to retard national de- 
fense production, veted last night 
to delay for at least 10 days a 
threatened strike. 

The workers, who are opposing 
@ proposed reduction in wages in 
lower brackets, authorized their ne- 
gotiating commitee to cuntinue 
their efforts to reach a settlement 
with the company. 

Their decision came at a mass 
meeting, just an hourand a half be- 
fore the midnight deadline they 
had set for the walkout. The 
workers voted to remain at their 
posts shortly before a telegram was 
received from Secretary of Labor 
Perkins urging them to postpone 
the strike action. 

The vote came after a similar 
telegram was read from J. R. Steel- 
man, Labor Department commis- 
sioner of conciliation in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The extension was recommended 
by the negotiations committee and 
by Harvey W. Brown, internacional 
president of the AFL International 
Association of Machinists. Brown 
pledged the support of the interna- 
tional in resisting wage cuts. 

A strike would have delayed pro- 
duction of United States army 
bombers, which has been proceed- 
ing at full speed with abou: 6600 
men at work, 

The point of dispute between the 
Aeronautical Mechanics’ Uniun and 
the company is the company’s pro- 
posal to cut the starting pay of un- 
skilled beginners from 62% cents 
an hour to 55 cents.

UNIVERSITY CITY ENDS FISCAL 
YEAR WITH $119,000 IN CASH 


Receipts for Period $329,000, Op- 
erating Expenses of $295,000 Are 
Less Than Budgeted. ‘ 

The cash balance of $119,034 on 
hand at the end of the fiscal year 
on June 30 is the largest in the 
history of University City, it is 
shown in a report issued yesterday. 
General revenue receipts were 
$329,257 as against operating ex- 
penses of $295,529, which were be- 
low budget allowances. 

Increased assessed valuation of 
real estate and the success of 
various departments in collecting 
taxes resulted in the increase in 
the general revenue fund, it was 
stated.

TYPHOID CASES TRACED 
70 DARRY'S CISTERN 


Plant Where Bottles Were 
Washed in Contaminated 
Water Closed by Owner. 


Typhoid infection, which has 
caused 25 persons to be sent to the 
St. Louis City Isolation Hospital, 
had its source in the washing ar- 
rangements of a small dairy near 
Ferguson, Dr, Theodore R. Meyer, 
County Health Commissioner, an- 
nounced today. 

The dairy has been closed volun- 
tarily by the owners at the Health 
Commissioner’s request. Dr. Meyer 
said it was learned that the per- 
sons affected with typhoid had 
drunk milk from the dairy, and 
that tests were made which showed 
that the barn was clean, and that 
no person in the dairy was a ty- 
phoid carrier. It was found, how- 
ever, that cistern water, used for 
washing tinware and bottles, con- 
tained coli bacilli. As the daily 
had no pasteurizing facilities, these 
bacilli soon affected users of the 
milk, 

The dairy had no delivery sys- 
tem, and its customers went to the 
dairy and got the milk. It was one 
of at least 15 establishments in the 
county which, being in unincorpo- 
rated areas, were not subject to the 
standard milk ordinance in force 
in St. Louis city and in 12 munici- 
palities of the county. 

Dr.’ Meyer has invited the own- 
ers Of the other dairies in un- 
incorporated areas to meet with 
him at the Courthouse tonight, to 
discuss protective measures, in- 
cluding proposed installation of a 
co-operative pasteurization plant. 

Ten of the persons sent to the 
hospital are from two families liv- 
ing in the county and 15 are from 
four city families. They are con- 
sidered out of danger, but will re- 
main at the hospital a few days 
longer.

DIAGNOSIS: Success which depends upon individual sales 
or clients, is usually a cumulative affair. The first few years 
are difficult ones, whether you start out as a lawyer or a 
dentist, a physician or life insurance salesman. You have to 
build up a practice or clientele. A successful life insurance 
salesman may sell 30 cent of his yearly volume of insur- 
ance to his previous clients—but not till he has been in business 
for at least 10 years. Obviously, that “repeat” business is 
easier to sell. In a similar manner, it has been estimated 
that a dentist or physician must deal with at least 500 differ- 
ent patients before his practice is large enough to make him 
a comfortable living. And he needs to treat 800 before he is 
rushed with patients. 


i 


THESE PATIENTS or customers will refer other people to 
the doctor or salesman. It is apparent, moreover, that a doctor 
cannot get those 500 patients in his first month or even the 
first year. And after he has laboriously and conscientiously 
built up a practice, he should be very cautious about moving 
on to another city, for then he'll be compelled to start all over, 
trying to build up his first 500 clients again. “Distant pastures 
appear greener,” is a truism in the professions and business 
firms as well as with the cows on a dairy farm. Too many 
salesmen and professional men have succumbed to the lure of 
California or other publicized spots, only to find that something 
was wrong. Except in unusual cases, men should carefully 
analyze all factors before they open an office or take over a 
sales territory, in a different city. It is difficult winning the 
friendship of patients or customers, so having won it, don't 
throw it away by leaving for distant pastures.

NE day Uncle Dan, in the good- 
(Dress of his heart, wishing to 

give his two-year-old nephew a 
real treat, set him on the fire en- 
gine, and, putting his little hand 
on the button, made the siren 
shriek. Rudie screamed in terror 
and since that day — he is now 
past four—turns white and cries 
hysterically at the sound of the 
siren. ; 

Children who have been fright- 
ened have to be helped to over- 
come the fear. Somet-mes we 
know what happened to cause the 
fear, sometimes we do not. It is 
almost impossible to save sensitive 
children from such experiences. 
Most little children are afraid of 
loud and sudden noises and the 
world is full of them. Shadows, 
feathers, darkness, somebody's 
face, and many other’ things 
frighten the child who is suscep- 
tible. All we can do, since we 
cannot and would not wish . to 
sterilize life for him, is to work 
toward restoring his confidence or 
building up courageous resistance 
to the fear. 

One good way is to let the child 
see, or hear, the dread thing at 
safe range. Accustom him to the 
experience gradually. Little by 
little let him get nearer it until 
he grows so familiar with it that 
the fear disappears. Keep encour- 
aging him when he shows fear, 
but do not talk to him about it at 
other times.~ Let him forget it. 

Forgetting the frightening ex- 
perience is a fine cure. If it is 
possible to keep the child out of 
range of the frightening experi- 
ence we should do so. We should 
never mention. it to him. If he 
speaks about it we should let him 
talk out his feeling fully, and 
speak encouragingly about it. 


Then we should try to replace the , 


thought of such an experience with 
one of pleasure, expectation and 
hope.

SOME CHILDREN seem to be 
born with a fear of dogs, certain peo- 
ple, and furry animals. Character- 
istic fears are not as bad as those 
that are created by shock. It is 
easier, we find, to teach a child 
to overcome that kind of fear 
through experience than to remove 
the one caused by shock. Just walk 
past the pet store window casual- 
ly, saying nothing. Do it often, 
slackening your speed and looking 
with pitying affection at the unfor- 
tunate animals confined there. The 
pet shop proprietor may rot like 
that, but it will help to interest 
the child in the fate of helpless 
little creatures. 

When possible bring the furry 
creatures close to the child,  be- 
ginning at a safe @istance. Don’t 
force him close to the animals in 
the zoo, but stay back, well back, 
and watch, talking encouragingly 
the while. Make the acquaintance 
of the policeman, the doctor, any 
bogey the child seems to have in 
mind. Familiarity will banish the 
fear. 

Unfamiliar situations are full of 
dread for children, even older 
children. Prepare them for such 
experiences, such 
strange school, a new house, a 
Place where there are strangers.

Safeguarding 
Young Child in 
Hot Weather

OOD, clothing, bathing, exercise 

and recreation—these are the 
; pillars of health for the young- 
ster’s second and third summers. 


of clothing for summer. 
it applies to the older generation. 
I expect to see the time when it 
will be just as unusual during our 
American summers to see a man 
with a coat on as to see him with 
an overcoat. And shirts cut low 
and open at the neck instead of 
four folds of linen plus necktie! It 
is astonishing to remember that 
the sight of a little tot with just 
@ sarong or a pair of shorts as 
clothing would have been consid- 
ered shocking not so long ago. 

Going pare footed makes 
strong feet later on. 

Screens, electric fans, refrigera- 
tors, air-conditioning, shower baths, 
swimming pools, public parks, es- 
cape to the country in the auto- 
mobile—all these are hot weather 
aids our grandfathers knew noth- 
ing about. 

The “second summer” was con- 
sidered dangerous because then 
weaning had been accomplished 
and the menace of contaminated 
milk and other foods was ever 
present. But now no longer, with 
proper milk inspection. And more 
often than before with this health 
improvement weaning is over by 
the first summer, so artificial feed- 
ing is a problem then, also. 


THE FIRST acnadnciitien for any 
baby food is bacterial cleanliness 
and here probably the greatest 
safeguard of modern life has been 
instituted in the ‘public health in- 
spection of clean milk. I will dis- 
cuss milk as a summer beverage 
in another article this week. It 
should be emphasized, however, 
that one of the great advances in 
our experience of infant feeding 
is that milk alone is not a sufficient 
or ideal food. It lacks iron for one 
thing and it has been found that 
properly pureed vegetables in ad- 
dition to milk make for better nu- 
trition. 

The individual infant or young 
child has individual feeding needs, 
especially in hot weather, and it 
is necessary to make periodic ad- 
justments to meet special condi- 
tions. A leaner mixture and less 
fuel for the same performance is 
a good rule for the human organ- 
ism as well as the motor of your 
car when the air is hot. 

Modern industry has solved the 
problem of tood supply and made 
it simple to .take the baby or 
youngster along on short summer 
outings. Evaporated milk and 
pureed vegetables can be carried 
in their original cans, and clean 
cool gvater in a vacuum bottle. 

With correct supervision the 
summer more than any other sea- 
son of the year offers opportunity 
tor physical development through 
exercise. A wash tub full of water 
in the back yard is a private pool 
for practical purposes_and just as 
good as the ocean.

HE CANCELED HIS PATIENTS’ DEBTS 


Country Doctor Writes Between $10,000 and $15,000 Off Books, Some of lt Owed Him for 30 Years

. HOUSTON, Mo., Aug. 1. 
R. JAMES ROBERT LEE 
WOMACK was getting up in 
years. The people of Texas 
County had been good to him. They 
had called him when they needed 
a doctor and had been grateful for 
the help that he had given in their 
distresses. They were his friends 
and he was their friend. He had 

“caught,” in his 46 years of prac- 
tice about 4500 babies and they had 
grown up around him and he called 
them his children. He wanted to 
do something for his patients and 
friends before he died. 

Latterly he had thought a great 
deal about this. Often he laid 
awake at night thinking about it. 
One plan that he turned over in 
his mind was to give a big barbe-

“Opening lead, heart king. (A 
spade lead, of course, sets the bid 
by one.) Declarer ruffed the ac- 
tual heart lead with the diamond 
queen, then led the diamond five 
to the nine. Another heart was 
ruffed with the diamond king and 
dummy was re-entered via the dia- 
mond six to the ten. Dummy’s last 
heart was ruffed with the diamond 
ace, a low club was led to the 
king, and West’s remaining trump 
was pulled with the jack, declarer 
discarding a spade. Now the con- 
tract could be fulfilled in either of 
two ways: Declarer could discard 
another spade on dummy’s last 
trump, then run the club suit, or 
the clubs could be run first, dum- 
my discarding two spades, then a 
spade conceded and a spade ruffed, 
—W,. A., Ottawa, Canada.” 


The hand was well played, de- 
clarer avoiding the fatal etror of 
drawing trumps (hoping for a 2-2 
break) then discarding two of dum- 
my’s spades on his own clubs, and 
attempting to ruff two spades 
after conceding one. Obviously, the 
necessity to draw three rounds of 
trumps would doom this plan to 
failure. Dummy would have only 
one trump left with which to ruff 
two spades. 

But while declarer earned his 
victory through correct play, I can- 
not overlook the fact that West, 
by his cho* e of opening leads, 
made that victory possible. LKast’s 
double of the six diamond contract, 
interpreted either logically or con- 
ventionally, called for an “unnat- 
ural opehing.” If East felt that 
he coylg)defeat the contract on a 
natugal heart lead, he should not 
have doubled. The prime purpose 
of the double, under circumstances 
such as these, is to steer partner 
away from the suit previously bid 
by the doubler. In addition to this 
conventional message of a slam 
double, there was the fact that 
West himself had five cards in the 
suit bid and rebid by East, a con- 
dition which strongly suggested a 
void in either North’s or South’s 
hand. 

It was not necessary for West to 
guess a spade lead and defeat the 
contract on the spot. A club, or 
even a trump, lead would have been 
equally effective. Declarer would 
not have been able to reach dummy 
the number of times necessary to 
ruffing three hearts and drawing 
West’s trumps, hence would have 
ended up with two losing spades.
